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Claims 1 to 36 are pending in the instant application. 

Claims 1 to 36 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species of 
candidate receptor as represented by SEQ ID N0s:2 to 87, for example, a plurality of disclosed 
patentably distinct species of G protein as listed in claims 9 and 25, a plurality of disclosed 
patentably distinct species of response element as listed in claim 28, and a plurality of disclosed 
patentably distinct species of reporter gene as listed in claim 23. Applicant is required under 35 
U. S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species of receptor, G protein, response element and 
reporter gene, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, 
including any claims subsequently added.
